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While Extradition Proceedings Are Delayed the Officers of the 
Law Are Bringing Out New and Damaging Facts, 
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SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. %—Whlile the 
proceedings in the effort to extradite Mrs. 
Botkin may not come on until next week, 
the prosecution is not idle. Scrap by scrap 
the detectives of this city, aided by Off.cer 
McVey ot Delaware, are putting the bits 
of evidence together. Although three of 
the most important matters connected with 
the crime have been discovered here during 
the week, there is still something needed 
to complete the chain. The purchase of the 
handkerchief at the city of Paris has ne- 
cessitated an examination of the sales bills 
of that establishment. The detective spent 
the day yesterday in going over a number 
of the books containing the addresses of 
purchasers of packages at the City of 
Paris during the month of July. The find- 
ing of a handkerchief similar to the one 
inclosed in the box of candy makes this 
labor necessary. The facts so far estab- 
lished do not connect Mrs. Botkin with its 


urchase. 
sd The same plan is being pursued as régards 
the purchase of the box of candy. July slet 
is the approximate date so far determ‘ned 
upon, but it is hoped by further research to 
obtain the exact date upon which the box 
was sold and to whom, All these details, 
while of no general interest, yet involving a 
great deal of painstaking labor, are ¢ssen- 
tla] to the case, 


One of the strongest points against her 
has been furnished by Mrs, Botkin herself. 
She admits having bought arsenic of Clerk 
Grey at the Owl Drug Store on June 1. She 
claims she used it to bleach her hats. 

Prof. Frank T. Green, the well known 
analytical chemist, asserts that commercial 
white arsenic is rarely employed as a 
bleaching agent. “It finds application in 
calico printing, as a discharger for prints 
which 6 ay a mordant or fixing agent,” 
said Prof, Green, “‘but it is very seldom 
called for in the pharmacies for that pur- 


se. 
“Chiorine and its combinations, oxalic 

acid, sulphurous acid (the fumes of burning 

sulphur), peroxide of hydrogen, and other 

oxid‘zers, are those most frequently em- 

ployed. In an experience of 23‘ vears as a 

prarmacist, I have never gold arsenic as a 
leaching agent.’ 


The police are not ready to answer the 

question as to why she bought the arsenic 
fin June, if she d:d not use it until after 
‘Aug. 1. Had she in contemplation the 
death of Mrs. Dunning dnd Mrs. Deane, 
would she have given her address and a 
number 60 similar to her own? In answer 
to this question the police say that it is 
possible that she recognized Grey and 
thought that he knew her name, or that 
there was no thought of evil. 
_ Grey was in the store on a number of oc- 
casione when the two, called, and both be- 
came familiar figures to him. He recog- 
nized Mrs. Botkin when she came to him 
at the Ow! Drug Store to buy the arsenic. 
but could not call her by name. When he 
Saw the entry in the register it all came 
back to him and he associated the woman 
and Dunning. He has not seen the woman 
since that afternoon in June. 


Drug stores, as a rule, carry very little 
arsenic in stock, but the Owl drug store is 
an exception to the rule. Poison is largely 
dealt in there, for the reason that a consid- 
erable quantity is supe! ed to taxidermists 
and others whose callings demand its use. 
Two kinds of arsenic are kept in stock—one 
in powder form and one in lumps. The 
latter is used medicinally, and is sold only 
on prescriptions from physicians, The pow- 
der is the commercial arsenic, Should any-

one go into a drug store and ask for arsenic 
he wuuld receive the powder. 

It was the commercia! arsenic that was 
eold to Mrs. Botkin, and similar stuff was 
found in the chocolate creams that caused 
the death of Mrs. Dunning and Mrs. Deane. 

Dr. Wolfe, the Delaware physician, who 
analyzed the poisoned candy, stated to the 
Coroner’s jury at Dover that he had found 
Lin some of the candy pelletea of arsenic as 
large as a pea. The candy which was 
brought here from Dover by Detective Mc- 
Vey, it is claimed, contained only powder 
arsenic. 

George A. Knight, one of the attorneys 
for the accused woman, stated yesterday 
that neither Mrs. Botkin or her attorneys 
were disconcerted or in any way dseturbed 
over the tracing of the purchase of arsenic 
{o Mrs. Botkin. The act taken by itself, he 
claims proves nothing. 


POISONED SUGAR FOR A WIDOW 


Mrs. Wilkinson cf Newark, N. J., 
Thinks a Boarder Wants to Kill Her.

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 9.—Not wishing to 
be outstripped by any town, this one has 
its poisoning mystery to-day. Chief of Po- 
lice Hopper of Newark is working on the 
case and he suspects a Newark man of the 
crime. 

Mrs. Margaret Wilkinson, a widow of 4 
years, who keeps a boarding house, makes 
the charge. Were it not that she has a 
splendid reputation the police would be in- 
clined to doubt the truth of her story. 

“Two weeks ago last Saturday I wag 
standing at my gate when a boy, whom I 
had never seen before, handed me two 
packages wrapped in newspapers, saying he 
was sent with them from a Greer store 
in Orange street,” said Mrs. Wilkinson to 
me to-day. 

‘IT had not ordered anything,’’ she con- 
tinued, ‘‘and when I turned to ask the boy 
who sent him he was hurrying away and 
did not answer. One of the packages con- 
tained sugar, the other tea.”’ 

Mrs. Wilkinson then described how her 
suspicions were aroused by the unusual 
smell which came from the sugar, and how 
she found it was mixed with arsenic, When 
asked whom she suspected she said she 
believed a former boarder had tried to pol- 
son her. 

“He wanted to marry me,” she said, ‘‘and 
annoyed me with proposals for a long time. 
When I finally told him that under no elr- 
cumstances would I marry’him he became 
very angry and retorted, ‘I'll get square 
with you for this.’

Mrs. Wilkinson showed the reporter the 
newspapers in which the packages were 
wrapped, On the margin of one the figures 
‘52’ were written in a cramped hand. 

The figures, Mrs. Wilkinson asserted, re- 
sembled the writing of the boarder whom 
éhe suspected. He had not been at her 
home since the package had been received, 
and this she regarded as significant. Chem- 
ist Baldwin of the Health Board, found an 
ounce anda half of arsenic in the sugar. 

“IT have learned,” she added, ‘‘that 
is married, and that his wife was living 
when he tried to marry me.” 

The man whom Mrs, Wilkinson suspected 
of the crime is very indignant. He said to 
the reporter: “This is all a piece of spite 
work. I don't know anything about the 
poisoned sugar, except that I did not send 
it. Mrs, Wilkinson has been trying to 
make trouble for me, because I objected 
to some things in her house. I never asked 


her to marry me.”’

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Fifth Member of the Com- 
nrission to Conelude Peace. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—The President 
to-day named Senator George Gray of Dela- 
ware as the fifth member of the Peace 
Commission. This completes the personnel 
of the commission, which stands: Secre- 
tary Day, Senators Davis, Frye and Gray 
and Hon. Whitelaw Reid. In selecting Sen- 
ator Gray the President has given Demo- 
cratic representation on the committee. The 
appointment probably will necessitate the 
retirement of Mr. Gray from the Anglo- 
American, Commission, which is conducting 
its sessions in Caphda, ay this commission 
will resume its work about the time the 
Peace Commissioners sail for Paris. The 
position was offered to the Senator several 


days ago, but at that time was declined. 
The President, however, further urged Mr. 
ray to accept and his final agreement was 
secured to-day. 

‘Senator ag? is one of the best known 
men in public jife, having been a prominent 
figure in the Senate for the last twelve 
years. He was born at Newcastle, Del, 
in 184, and was graduated at Princewon. 
He served as Attorney-General of Deia- 
ware, and later was eo to the Sen- 
ate when Thomas F. Bayard entered the 
first Cleveland Cabinet as Secretary of 
State. Mr. Gray has been in the Senate 
be vg oo since then, serving with dis- 
tinction, being one of the recognized forces 
in debate and in the shaping of important 
legislation. He is a member of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations, thus 
making three members of that committee— 
Davis, wige and Gray—on the Peace Com- 
mission, n foreign questions Mr. Gray 
has generally been regarded as opposed to 
expansion, hig Senate votes having been 
ngeinet the annexation of Hawali 

Now that the commission is complete it 
Mis expected that the American case will 
be made up and the commission given its 
final instructions. The commissioners will 
meet here about the 15th inst., prior to 
failing for Paris, at which time they will 
meet the President and be made aware 
in a general way of the views of the ad- 
min'stration.

PARIS, Sept. 9.—There {s now little doubt 
that Count Esterhazy, who, it appears, is 
to be proved the real author of nearly all 
the forgeries upon which Capt. Dreyfus 
was convicted of treason, has fied from 
France. There is a rumor that he has com- 


mitted suicide, but this his mistress, Mme. 
du Pays, is prompt to deny. 


If Esterhazy, who ts not a Count, being 
merely descended from an illegitimate line 


of the great noble house of Esterhazy in 
Hungary, has really fled, it was doubtless 
caused by the knowledge that a warrant 


had been issued for his arrest; that his 


former friend and patron, Gen. de Bois- 
deffre, was no longer in office to protect 
him, and that he was about to meet his 
deeerts. 

The reopening of the Dreyfus case iooks 
the more serious by reason of a notification 
from ‘the German Emperor, presented by 
Ambassador Munster yesterday, that the 
Kaiser’s name must not be brought forward 
in connection with the revision of the case, 
and that dipl matic relations between 
France and Germany would cease unless his 
majesty’s identity was not submerged, 

Count Munster informed the French of- 
ficials that his ruler had never written any 
letters to Capt. Dreyfus; in fact, he said, 
the Emperor does not know the prisoner of

served to mislead many of the War De- 
partment and government officials. 

These letters referred, every one of them, 
to Dreyfus by name, and contained, among

All 
this, coupled with a charge brought by his 
own cousin, Christian Esterhazy, of em- 
bezzlement of trust funds, and his absolute 
inability to obtain further money from any 
source, may have led Eeterhazy to flee. 

Uniike Col. Henry, he is a man without 
one redeem'‘ng quality. His private life is 
as disreputabie as his official existence... He 
notoriously profited both from a military 
and a financial point of view, by the con- 
duct of his wife, In spite of which he was 
forever in moneta straits, and resorting 
to unsavory methods in order to ralee the 
financial) wind. 

His fellow-officers all fought shy of him 
until the moment when he was charged, 
eighteen mcnths ago, with being the traitor 
in the War Department who ought to have 
been punished in Neu of Dreyfus.

Though an organization of the rubber 
men, the association, so the local merchants 
say, is the result of a movement made by 
the leather dealers for their own — 
tion, Almost ail the wholesale leather 
houses sell rubber goods, Up to a year — 
these goods were sold at prices fixed by 
the rubber manufacturers, and the r 
branch was conducted with protit by the 
leather people. 

But within the last year new concerns 
have begun the manufacturer of rubber 
goods and placed them upon the market 
at such reduced prices that the older con- 
cerns were compelled to withdraw eve 
restriction and permit the jobbers to seil 
their goods for what they could get, ; 

The effect of this has been to make rub- 
ber goods a bait in the trade. If a@ cus- 
tomer purchased a big bill of leather goods 
his rubber stock was almost “thrown in, 
and In time the market was in euch a cone 
dition that if a house waa not giving away 
rubber gooda it could not sell its leather

ENTHUSIAST ON THE SUBJECT. 


Says the Rule Forbidding the Books to 
Be Taken From the Schools 
Is a Good One. 


Misunderstanding of the free book sys- 
tem inaugurated this week is causing much 
annoyance to members of the Schoo] Board 
and to Supt. Soldan and his assistants, be- 
cause of the numerous complaints that 
have arisen from it. These complaints are 
that the system is unjust in many particu- 
lars. 

Supt. Soldan is a free book enthusiast, 
and. he fears that if these misunderstand- 
ings become fixed in the public mind, the 
free book cause will be injured. 

He was asked about the complaint that 
it is unjust to prohibit users of free books 
in the first four grades taking them home, 
when well-to-do pupils may purchase books 
end study at home. He said: 

“In the first place there is a misunder- 
standing which places the board in the po- 
sition of discriminating. Many persons 
have got the idea that in the first four 
grades the pupils who are able to purchase 
books will be permitted to use them in 
school. This is a mistake. The free books 


are furnished to all pupils in the first four 
grades, irrespective of their financial stand- 
ing,;and no others will be permitted in the 
school. All pupils in these grades are ab- 
solutely compelled to use the free books.

“That disposes of the charge of discrim- 
ination in those grades. The history of the 
present free book system shows a distinct 
evolution in the minds of the board mem- 
bers. When it was first talked of most of 
the directors, Knowing the necessity for 
economy, hold the idea that all persons 
who were able should be allowed to pur- 
chase books for theirchildren, and then the 
board would furnish books to the remainder 
of the pupils, Of course that plan would 
not do at all, and the directors soon saw 
how its discrimination would kill its ef- 
fectiveness. The board found itself unable 
to find the money to furnish free books to 
pupils of all grades and at the same time 
do anything in the way of providing addi- 
tional schoolrooms absolutely necessary, so 
it decided to do the kest it could.
